ing a tale of an ercessively simple and mat- 
ter-of-fact order. IF the native merchants 
will not trust each other, it is assuredly 
very good and kind indeed of Britieh fire 
offices to step into tha breach. Whether 
the home offices will quite take this view 
of the subject remains tu bo seen. Tho 
propusition made by ‘One wha Kaowa,’ 
that full insurance should under no cirenm- 
stances be carried by the British offices, 
will meot probably some of the difficulties 
in question.

LAND REGISTRATION IN CHINA. 

In spesking of Land Registration in China 
and its necessary reform; seya the Shanghat 
Mercury, .we only referred to the book of

.| There are ten descriptions of this animal, 


the last’ being the fire tortolse, which may 
be from an inch to sight feet long, and 
lives 1,000. years, At Hui-chow Fu, 
Kwang-tung Province, in. Ta-ahih Kiao 
(Stone-breakera’ Street), lived a tortoiso 
which some peuple called Hwang bad had 
in the fumily o8 a pot for 50 or 60 yoars, 
feeding it on rice,“abont 2 feet long, ‘There 
waa o great flood at’ Huichow in April, and 
when the flood subsided, the “Hwangs, 
whose house hand been inundated, raked 
together a heap of weeds, débris, etc., aud 
set fire to it, not seving that tho tortoiso 
had ensconced himself in the midst. When 
the heap was-redtiesd to ashes, the tortoise 
appeared with his shell all cracked by the 
heat. They thought of course he was 
killed, but he soon revived and ato a hearty 
meal .of rice. “The *hén Puo thinks this 
must have! been a tire-tortuides .
